The Saskatoon, Sask., branch of the 
Canadian Manufacturing Association 
wanted to find out and, when the 
replies from a questionnaire sent to 
member industrialists were tabulated 
the results were, to say the least, 
pleasantly surprising.. 

The survey covered most of the 
larger firms which belong to the Assn. 
in Saskatoon, and here is the record 
of industrial progress in a city most 
people associate mentally with wheat: 
20 firms have a capital investment in 
buildings and equipment of $5,468,677; 
have 1,173 employees and total annual 
payrolls of $3,415,179; pay collective 
business and property taxes of $71,895; 
and pay $233,323 for power, light and 
water.

On the basis of 1,473 employees of 
the 20 firms mentioned and three to 
four persons comprising the average 
family, it estimated that ten per 
cent. of Saskatoon’s 50,000 population 
is dependent on the payrolls of these 
few C.M.A. member firms.

The survey showed that the average 
earnings of these firm’s employees 
were at a much higher level than the 
average for the entire Canadian labor 
force in 1949. They earned an average 
of $2,300, but these payroll figures 
tell only half the story far as 
Saskatoon is concerned, These indust- 
ries are large buyers from Saskatoon 
and nearby suppliers of materials and 
services and thus help to maintain 
other Saskatoon businesses employing 
many men.

If a father measures success 
only by the money yardstick, and not 
in terms of service to the community, 
he should not be surprised if his child- 
ren develop a materialistic outlook on 
life! In this field of vocational guid- 
ance, a father should hesitate to do 
his son's thinking for him! 

There are many cynical remarks 
about the father’s role in the modern 
family. The French have a saying, “A 
father is a banker provided by nature.” 
But father should be much more than 
the bread winner in the family. 

If the mother sees the marriage as 
an adventure in comradship, and the 
raising of children as a co-operative 
enterprise, both parents share respon- 
sibility. Father can indeed, in a very 
vital way, help his son or daughter in 
the slow growth toward maturity. 

Father sees much less of his family 
than mother, but his example, never- 
theless is a potent force. The broken 
homes, the separations, the divorces, 
the quarrel which end in the court 
room are not representative of the 
quality of living in count'ess families. 

Many a father works quietly and 
steadily, sacrificing for his children’s 
education and denying himself many 
pleasures. No real father looks on him- 
self as a martyr! He knows that one 
of the greatest satisfactions life can 
bring to any man is to watch a son 
or daughter develop along the right 
lines, Fathers as well as mothers re- 
alize that. 

Victor Hugo wrote in all truth when 
he said: 

“A house is built of logs and stone, 
Of tiles and posts and pier, 

A home is built of loving deeds, 

That stand a thousand years”.

A Tribute to Rotary in the Spectator, 
London, England 

The following is from “A Specta- 
tor’s Notebook” in the issue of May 5: 

“Through circumstances not immedi- 
ately material here, I found myself 
considerably mixed up last week-end 
with Rotary International's annual 
conference. Rotary, a most admirable 
movement, initiated in Chicago in 1905, 
is not as well known as it deserves 
to be, though there are Rotary Clubs 
in some seven hundred towns and 
cities in the United Kingdom. The 
feature of them is that membership 
is confined to one representative only 
of every trade and profession, though 
rather fine shades of classification 
admit of larger numbers than might

of activity, but in fact, 
inculeates high ideals 
dividual and corporate 
larly in the field of 
corporate life — especially Industria! 
and international relations and as be 
tween trader and customer. [ellow 
ships are provided for the exchange 
of students between this country and 
America, and the’ Rotary badge 
(Rotary because the first few 
bers in Chicago held their meetings 
in each other's offices in rotation) in 
the form of a miniture wheel gives 
a Rotarian the entree to any other 
Rotary Club he may come across in 
his travels at home or abroad. Rotary 
knows no political or religious dis- 
tinctions; it seems to be filling an 
important and increasingly valuable 
place in national life.”
